Sikh National Society was established on 24=87= 
42... Prior to the formation of the said society, there 
were two groups of Sikhs Majah and Malwa. These two 
froups were functioning together in Sikh Temple, 3350 
Pauoshing Roads. There have been sericus clashes vtetween 
Majah and Malwa in 1936 which resulted the deportation 
of several Sikhs from Shanghai and a few were sentenced 
to various terms of imprisonment by the British Courte 
The cause of the whole trouble was to gain domination in 
the management of the Sikh Temple, 330 Paoshing Roade 

In order to avoid the further trouble each 
group built its om temple. Malwa ‘purchased a house 
162 Mohawk Road and Majah bought a house on Chusan Road 
and carried on their religious work in templese 

In least year, having realised the difficulties 
of the future some of the wise Sikhs advised them to 
form one body. Sikhs were desirous to remove the fric- 
tion between Majah and Malwa, therefore all agreed to 
join into one body. 

The Sikh National Society was formed on 24=7-42 
and the friction btetween two groups which was existing : 
for a long time removed by the formation of Sikh Society. 
The object of the Society was to unite the ail Sikhs and 
to wrok for the welfare ef Sikhs and give Howettte 
sacrifice for the freedom of Indiae 

In Jast year 1942, there were several asso- 
ciations but according to the instruction received from 
Mr. Ras Bihari Bose all the existing associations had 


to te dissolvede The heads of respective associations

held a meeting an 22-842 in 157 Peshing Road and a 
resolution was passed to dissolve the respective 
associationse Sikh National Society was aliowed toa 
carry om provided the society would not handle the 
politics but carry on only religious work in Sikh 
templics. 

Tae annual election of Sikh National Society 
was held on 1541-43 in 350 Paoshing Road and report 
was submitted on 18~1-45. The president and treasurer 
of Indian Independence emaniy S. Chet Singh and Harnam 
Singh are the respective president and vice president 
of Sikh National Society. 

It has wbout 300 members and every member 


subscribes dollar a month. At present the Sikh 


it has not got any successe . 


The society was not allowed to indulge in 
political affairs by the resolution passed on 22-842 
and if it engages in any political affirs president 
S. Chet Singn, who is also the president of Indian 
Independence League shauld be held responsible for ite 

I nave interviewed Mr. Chet Singh and he says 
the Sikh Society is the supporter of Indian Independence 
League. Tne Society has 300 members whose membership 
forms nuve already been received by the presidente 


The memters of the Society are mostly Sikh watchmen.

In the national meeting only Sikhs turn out in fall 
capacity. 

I have attended almost all the Indian meetings 
held in Shanghai since the declaration of the Pacific 
Ware I have never seen Hindu and Mohammadans in any 
meeting in large numbers except few men. If Indians 
be called to go in front line, then you will see how 


many Sikhs and others will join the national axrmny. I
